Nominative Council. 



The project of giving a nomintitive titid 
eloctive Council to lirltisli Columbia, moota 
with few supporters beyond its projectors, 
lii fact, wholly nominative Councils have 
ever been un iinmitigiited evil in the colonios ; 
and a piirtiiilly luimiiuitivo nnd partiiilly cle-- 
tivfi iMiuiicil would produoo in British Cul- 
uuiiiiu iliu siuiio results. Allowing, that 
sucli a Council wore organized With fifteen 
members— live noniinnted, and ten elected— 
the iioroinnted or irresponaiblo five would 
merely do the bidding of an irresponsible 
Executive, and rnemns would not be wanting 
to get three elective members to support 
their*^ policy. Thus a working majoilty 
would bo attained, whilst the views of the 
minority if adverse to the Executive, would 
be treated with indifference. Were such n 
mixed Council, thereforo, organised ; and 
were it divided aa wo have shown it to bo 
possible, such representation of the people 
would be nothing but a. mockery, a delusion, 
and a snare. It would simply be a sham. 
The people would have the shadow ; but ir- 
responsible members of Council would have 
the substance. 

Nothing but a blind adherence to theory ; 
opposition to a practical and enlightened 
consideration of the social difference between 
a colony and the Motbet Codntry ever osfab- 
lished nominative, Councils. In England 
the elements of aristocracy e.xi8t. Society 
is out up injo classes. There is great wealth 
on one e.xtreme, and great poverty on tht* 
other; and a wealthy, intelligent and power- 
ful middle class, from which aristocracy is 
recruited. Traditions of centuries and the 
associations of generalions. combined with 
immemorial custDm, secure for aristocracy 
re-ipect, whilst their intclligeMco. and patriot- 
ism insures toleration. But colonies are de- 
ficient in t hese elamei ^taar^hMaafeag*"" 
,itipd:^liaJI!l'Ui*timWry lawgivers ; no 

•landed aristocracy; no extremes of wealth ; 
the inhabitants belong not to an aristocratic 
caste ; and when they left the mother coun- 
try 10 plant free institutions in a disiant 
land, they left all aristocratical dis'inotinns 
behind them; there was an iunl to them of 
the social divisions of the land of their birth. 
In their new home they bieathe a diflurent 
atmosphere ; they are a new people — repub- 
licans under monarchy— too new even to 
have a history. Take British Columbia— 
whero is the aristocratic element there 1 
There is none. Society is one leveKf They are 
all productive, and from the productive class 
the legislature must be filled. Where are her 
men of wealth and leisure 1 She has none. 

The accumulation of wealth, either as mer- 
chants, truJers, miners, mechanic or farmer, 
eiigros.s tlie whole lime of the populaiion. 
No social line is drawn e.vcepl the moral 
line; nor no olher line can be deliued. — 
Were she repto^oiitod to-morrow, she woald 
be but a republic under the protection lif 
monarchy, liku all other lirilisli i:oluriii'.s. 
Without the vestige then of an aristocratical 
element, is it not folly to make a nomina- 
tive council, colonial peers, a kind of bastnrd 
imitation of the Imperial Ilonse of Lords? 
Socially it is so. ,,Sut politioally, a nomiiia' 
live council would be an unmitigated evil 
In a sooiety essentially republican, the peo- 
pie expect— they will have— nor will they 
rest till they moke their lav -givers the repre- 
sentatives of tbeir'feelings, their sentimenti', 
and their interests. No Itresponsiblo council, 
constituted from the appointees of a Gov- 
ernor in whose appointment they had no 
voice, will prove acceptable to the country. 
Theory — a miseruble attempt lo nominali) a 
petty IIoum oI l.ordf- — wouhl he Ircalinl with 
(IimUiiii. \Vhiil, .'-liall wi! i-haiigu the wilder- 
ii.!HS into finilful liehls by our iiiiiu.stry, to 
havt! forct.'d u[)on u.s a noniinaled council ! 
not till' Miuii of our choice 1 Who are not 
ntsponsihlo to usl Whom we cannot ra- 
movi-, add whose term of office ii during 
life and .good behaviol 1 No matier how 
hostile 10 our feelings, how opposed to our 
sentiments, or hovif anlBgonlslic to our Inler- 
ests— are wo to bejdlotutod to by this irres- 
ponsible body 1 Sooh would bu the ex- 
clamatory Interrogatories of British Colum- 
blo, BSlbeyBrenowofVancouver I.sland. The 
decree has sono forth— iho tubus, oin! and 
all, must be roHponsible to the pt:opl(!. Nom- 
inuii'd ciiuiici lots would not bo responsible. 
TliOrclorti the people would not bo satlsnod 
with nomiuatod councillors. 



An Upper House, or Legislative Council, 
may act as a wholesome check on the Low- 
er Brunch. But it should be elective. The 
people, then, would have a voice in their se- 
lection. If at the end of theii term of five or six 
years they were found opposed to the views 
of their constituents, others would fill their 
places. Thus they are made responsible 
for their acts. Having a longer term of office, 
.ind elected from a larger district than the 
members of the Assembly-a part of the 
Council vacating their seals every, two.yenrs 
to admit a new element fresh frona the peo- 
ple to take part iij iholr deliberations— the 
Council would keep pace' with the progress 
of the people, and yet preserve a progres- 
sive-conservative element to check any ey- 
treme mea.3ures from the more popular and 
powerful branch— the Assembly. 

A nominative Council is an useless check 
in a colony, when against a majority of the 
Assembly. They may threaten to throw 
out a popular measure, and yet be unable to 
put tlie threat in execution. If the Gover- 
nor sides with the Assembly (and if not, he 
is denied supplies), he nominates enough 
councilors more to pass the measure; and 
it is passed. Such a Council, then, is no 
check. Did an elective Council exist, it 
would be a real check.' The Governor 
would have no prerogative to nominate; 
whilst the Counoll elected by the people 
would act independently of either the Exec- 
utive or the Assembly, and consult only 
their constituents. If we ever expect to have 
our political fabric, constituted properly, wo 
must have an elective Council, and so must 
British Columbia. To secure it more 
speedily, let ns have union. 



Our Present Prosperity. 

There is a trite old saying, long passed 
into a proverb, that the darkest hour is just 
before the dawn. Ajiplied to our own and 
the sister colony, how applicable the proverb 
seems. The dark days of the fali of 1858, 
and the succeeding ones of IS,")!), have pass- 
ed away; and the summer of IStiO liasopen- 
imI up lo the ga/.e of the world a new era in 
our history. During the season now draw- 
ing lo a close, the discoveries in our sister 
colonv have yiven rise to new hopes in the 
minds of all who had cast their lots in either 
colony ; and the dreams of many who had 
long cherished the belief that all would be 
well, have at last been realized to their full- 
est extent. On all sides tlm work of i.n- 
provern«ni in RoiHg on rapidly and surely. 
Men no longer tiaiig bark and delay the in- 
vesting of tlieir nie:iris until the arrival of 
the '■ iie.vt news from the mines.'' IJuihling 
after building rises like magic, as it were 
ready-made from the bowels of tho earth. 
Town Un.i are bought and sold at what a 
year aao would have been deemed fabulous 
prices ; and the great work o"f' converting a 
wilderness inlo a colony leeminj? with an 
industrious nnd enterprising population, goes 
on with a rapidity fairly astonishinu'. In 
short, confidence, once so seldom expressed 
by even the most sanguine, has been firmly 
established. The " fitlul fever" of rash 
speculation has ^oiie by, we trust forever, 
and the country is hein^' establi.-lied on a 
solid, safe, and sure foundation. 

To the discovery of rich yoM placers in 
the Simill<ameeii, (iiiestielle. and Cnriboo 
couiilries, and the annoiiiiceineiit of the fact 
that marly all the great benches or flats on 
ihe I-'ra-er Itiver banks have proved, upon 
evaniiiiatioii, lo be lasting, instead of (as at 
111 St supposed) superficial diggings, are wo 
ludebted in the main for this prosperity. 
The silver mines, too, "struck" during the 
past summer in the Port Douglas and Fort 
Hope neighborhoods, have also exerted a fu- 
vorable Influence, but one not near so pow- 
erful as that of the gold discoveries, for the 
reason that they have not yet been sufli- 
ciontly tested to allow us to form a (mrrect 
idea of their eictent. The promulgation of 
the fact that a large area of country, lying 
north of Thompson Biver, ami lielueen the 
Rocky and Cascade ranges of nioillitaiiis, is 
fine farmiiii,' and gi-azio- land, ('apable of 
supporting a larije popiihition and of yield- 
ing a bounteous supply of tlio necessaries of 
life in return fur the hibors of lh« husband- 
niaii, has also done much towards adding to 
the general confidence now folt by all claus- 
es in our sister colony. 

In the midst, however, of Ihe ceneral re- 
joicing and prosperity, we must take care 
and not wring the neck of the goosu thai is 
engaged in laying the golden egg«. Kxer- 
tion must be made towards foHlering and 
enoouroging tho various resources of our 
sister colony. Karly next spring, when 
tho first bhides of grass have com- 
meiiecd lo sprout in lhn valleys ami 
wiuln the snow is still melting Irom 
the mouiitaiii-tnpH and sending down an 
iiiliieiiiis ll.Kid lo luingle with llin waters (if 
the Ki user, the work of building Irailssliould 
bo proiei iited with vigor. Somelhing, wo 
are free lo admit, hai boon tloiie dining Ihu 
season juhi (jone by to further the great 



work ; but a tithe of what may be done has 
not yet biU'n accomplislied. The govern- 
ment must continue to exeit itsult, and open 
up the rich fields that have lain idle since the 
world's creation, or the country will retro- 
grade instead of advance. "Progress!" 
should be its motto— and that motto should 
be ndliered to in all things and on all occa- 
sions. Tho people are sick and tired of hear- 
ing of what may be done, or what will be 
accomplished. They want something tan- 
gible on which to found their hopes and 
their projects; and without such demmislra- 
tions wfi can iiever continue for any length 
of time in the enjoyment of our present 

prosperity. _ 

Good Kidd.^nck.— The poor wretch com- 
monly known as " Scotty," but who.'u pro- 
per name is James Brown, was yesterday 
sentenced by the police magistrate to three 
months' imprisomeiit as a vagrant— he hav- 
ing been arrcsletl in tho mornimj; by Sergt.

Charge or False Pretences. — Attorney- 
General Car}' was yesterday served with a 
summons to appear in the Police Oourl, at 
12 o'clock on Monday next, and answer a 
oharge of obtaining money under false pre- 
tences from Justice E. E. Langford. This 
case grows out of the libel suit of Langford 
v$. King, which was to have been tried last 
Spring, but whicii was thrown out of Court 
On account of the plaiiitifT refusing to pro- 
duce his account-books when ordered to do 
so by tho Chief Justice. A bill of costs was 
afterwards made out by the Attorney Gene- 
rti, and Mr. Langford was compelled to pay 
the amount of said bill, which was about 
tSOO. Mr. Lansford now declares that £22 
«f that amount was not paid for witnesses, 
etc., (as alleged in the bill), and so prefers 
a charge against Mr. Cary of obtaining 
money under false pretences. Some fifteen 
witnesses have been summoned to give evi- 
dence before the police magistrate. The 
case promises to be very interesting. ' 

Farewbll DiNNKR. — A farewell dinner 
was given last evening, to Captain A. Mur- 
ray, on the occasion of his leaving for Aus- 
tralia. Some sixty gentlemen, representing 
the elitt of this city, sat with the guest of llie 
evening, Captain Murray, to a well spread 
table, laid by our host, of the Colonial 
Restaurant. Amid the feast of reason and 
flow of soul, the convivialities were kept up 
to a late hour. 

The dinner was a demonstration of respect 
vrhich Capt. Murray has well earned. Ho 
is one of our pioneer steam boat captains.

Mr. Bright on Govermental Expenses. 

Mr. Itright, M. P , in n!(jlying to a letter 
reeontly ^L-ntby an association known ns tlio 
•'Northern Reform Onion," which luul pass- 
ed a vote of tlianks for his speech in the 
House of Commons against Lord Palmor- 
ston's resolution to fortify the coast of F<ng- 
land, says : 

"lam much pleased at the resolution you 
have sent me. I am only sorry that onr ef- 
forts have met with so littlo success in the 
House of Cuninions. During many sessions 
and above all, since the coinincncemeiit of 
the war againut Uua.siiv they have il i.sdnined 
economy, and every one who lias attumptcd 
to stay tho lavish waste of public resources 
has been branded as anti-putriotic iind anti- 
niitionul. The people have been deceived 
and blinded more than they over were be- 
fore, and those who should have been their 
servants and preserved the public rcvcnucH 
have become their musters and spoilsmen. 
I do uooknow n-hen things will change ; but 
wo cannot continue in this ninnuer without 
great danger and running the risk of great 
disasters. Perhaps we shall see commerce 
meet with great reverses and distresses 
which will compel ns to pay attention to tho 
enormous sums yearly drawn from the nn- 
tiorial industry. 'England with n population 
of thirty millions will pay this year seventy- 
two millions of pounds sterling of Govuru- 
mental taxes, while tho Cnitod States, whoso 
poiuilation is estimated at thirty-two millions 
of people will pay but twelve millions of 
[lounds for Governmental tares. How lone 
can Engkud support this heavy burden and 
what institution in England is worth a 
tribute of si.xty millions sterling a year? 
The time will come when the people will 
perceive that monarchies and aristoeraciea 
cost too dear. Monarchies and aristocracies 
never become wiser."

Seath of the Earl of Lauderdale. 
The Karl of Lauderilale expired at Tliirl- 
estane Castle, Lauder, on Wednesday innr- 
uing, at a little past seven o'clock. ' His 
Lordship had been but in indifTerenl health 
for a year past, but was able, np till williin 
a few" weeks, to take short walks through 
his policies. Latterly he was driven out, 
:ind we believe he took a short drive oiilv a 
ilay or two before his sudden demise, llis 
medical atieiulant had been with him dur- 
ing tho iii^ht, but had left before the morn- 
ing. About seven o'clock ho expressed a 
desire for a cup of cotlrfe. and while it was 
being prepareu, llie bell was violently ruiig, 
and his attendants, on entering, found him 
dead, with the bell-pull in iiis hand. It is 
somewhat remarkable that the presently 
deceased noh'enian's father, the eighth 
Earl, James, died also suildenly ano unseen 
at the ripe afo of eighty, dames Maitland, 
ninth Earl ol Lauderdale, was born in 1784, 
aiul succeeded his fallier in September 
1839. He was never married, and through- 
out his lengthened life he took very liitio 
part in public affairs, offering thus a great 
contrast to his father, and to his many dis- 
tinguished ancestors. By lieruditary honor 
lie was the Staiidard-Bearer of Scotland, 
and was also Lord-Lieutenant of Berwick- 
shire, but, save tlio conscientious discharge 
ol the duties of the latter olHre, he mingled 
not much in the busy tide of public life. 
lie was a keen sportsman and hunter up in 
middle iigc. and kept a pack of harriers till 
about I venly-live years a^.i, when lu; gave 
lip the chnse i'l conscipiem-e ot an accident 
hy wliicti he lind a veiy narrow (-sca|)e with 
his life. No iiiaii in the .Mersi- of Hecwick- 
shiie could lido or judge a horse better than 
Lord Lauderdale. In person he was well 
made, srpiare, -itrong and athletic, and till 
llic latter end nl his life could outwalk for 
a il,iy with llie gun any of hi> kee|)ei.s. In 
manners he was somewhat stem and 
haughty to those who did not know him, and 
thoroughly manly and inrlependent in his 
he.^ring to evtny nn<\ He was a liberal 
htiliscriber to nil pnblin cliatities and insti- 
Iiilinr.s. while his lioiid was not stinted at 
lionm to itie [inor aroiuiil !iist;;ile. 'I'lif late 
nobleman w'is iniicli atlachcd lo his estate, 
to which ho made considerable additions 
during his lifetime. Tho lands lie mostly 
to tho west and north-east of the town of 
LaikicYy ami much of the extent is billy and 
moorish, c.vcept in the vale, where tlLcre is 
eioellenl land, and in a liiuh stale of culli- 
v.itioii. The whole yearly rental of the 
esiiiie.s amounted in to about XStOOO; 
and at present they cannot yield less than 
.CI l,(,uo, an increase to be attributed, how- 
over, more to the additions alluded to than 
to any very marked agricultural improve- 
rneiils. Deceased is succeeded by his t'ro- 
ther, Admiral Si- Anthony Maitland, who 
was born 10th June, 178.'), and is therefore 
littlo more lhari a year younger than his 
btotlier. Ho too is unmairied. As tho title 
is graiitud by patent to ttin heirs male of the 
grniitee, on the death of Sir Anthony the 
liiln will go to Admiral Sir 'riionins Mait- 
Inml, who ixH son of General William Mor- 
daunt Maitland, a son of tho seventh Eatl, 
and li brother of the celebrated *' King Tom 
of Malta," Only a small portion of the 
estiiln was lati'ly entailed, but it is rumored 
that the whole, or nearly the whole, has been 
iio'.v uiitiiilod by the late Earl, to keep up 
the dignity of the ohl titlu. — Scntsmai\.

The Paris " Siecla" on Italian Affairs. 

Several of the Paris journals remark on 
the proclamation of King Victor Emmanuel 
and the entrance of the Pied'montese troops 
into the Slates of the Church. Says the 
Paris Steele of I4th September. 

The importance of this decision cannot 
escape the attention of any one ; it is the 
commencement of a new phase of the Italian 
question. We offer up our ardent prayers 
that the intervention of Piedmont m-ynot 
load to any other. Tho plan of the Italian 
counter-revolution, ns we have frequently 
pointed out, wns precisely by its c.\ce.ss to 
force I'iedmont to assume a decided position, 
and with her usual chivalric feelings she has 
now done so. Between her and the adven- 
turers of all nations who have placed them- 
selves in the pay of Italian counter-revolu- 
tion, the question cannot be doubiful. Many 
persons ask themselves whether it would 
not have been better to have allowed the 
people 10 have edeeted their work of eman- 
cipation, and thus h.-ive not given any prc- 
te-tt lor foreiyn inteivention ? Europe has, 
however, witnessed all the facts as they 
have taken place. She knows from which 
side the provocations have come — she is 
aware viho has compared the revolution to 
Islaniisrn, and who has preiictiod up a ciu- 
s.-»(le against the inlranchiscmcnt of Italy. 
We hope that she will know bow to rnake 
due allowance for the necessilies which so 
many provocations have created for King 
Victor Emmanuel, and for the dangers 
■n'hich Italian order and Catholicism itself 
would have incurred, if a regular govern- 
ment tiad not prevented the disoiderly strug- 
gle wtiicli was about to break out. 

A rumor is generally current that certain 
Powers would not regard with displeasure 
tho intervention of the king, which would 
appear to them of a nature to lead more 
speedily to a European understanding. It 
is tri:e that the Patrie has given the most 
formal contradiction to the Indepcndance o{ 
Brussels which gave this report, ami atiirins 
that all the Powers consider the entrance of 
I'iedmont into the Papal States as a revolti- 
tion of the law of nations. Nevertheless, if 
it isso isolated as the PatWesays, no one can 
explain to himself why Piedmont had not 
waited (i.iiieiitly until the lorce of events had 
bronglit about n conllict between the troops 
of tleiienil Garibaldi and iboso of General de 
Lamoriciere. She mi-lit, if she had only 
listened to the dictates of the narrow instinct 
01 self-preservation, have remained a spec- 
tator of that struggle, and prolited by it at 
her ease. Very puwertul morul interests 
must have decnied her to inlerfere, Kvents 
will explain what thcjse interests are, The 
motives which hove determined the action 
of the Sardinian army in the Marshes are 
poinled out by the . proclamation of Victor 
Emmanuel lo hia soldiers, and particularly 
by the repetitions of the scenes of Petugia at 
Possumbornc.
